Charlton at first denied his identity 
but after being given the "third de- 
gree" he admitted that he was the 
husband of Mrs. Charlton and that he 
had murdered his wife. Later Charl- 
ton made a signed statement to the 
police. 


Charlton's Confession. 


Charlton said in his confession that 


he and his wife had been having sup- 
per together at the villa on Lake Como 
and that they had engaged in a vio- 
lent quarrel. 


Charlton said'hls wife, who was one 


of the best women In the world, but

hai an ungovernable temper, called 
him some vile names and that finally 
when he could not stand her abuse 
any longer, he attacked her with a 
wooden mallet. 


The young man said that he struck 


her over the head three times knocking 
her unconscious and killing her aa tar 
as he knew. 


Charltpn told the police that he then 


stuck the body of his wife Into a 
trunk and carried it down to the lake, 
where he threw tl.e trunk Into the wa- 
ter. 
Were Watching for Him. 


The police were watching for the 


arrival of the steamer 
DeuUchland 


this afternoon as It had been reported 
Charlton sailed On that steamer. Some 
officers, however, were sent to watch 
the docking of the 
Prlnzcss 
Irene.

Identified by Wife's Brother. 


Captain 
Scott, 
brother 
of Mrs. 


Charlton,, who had come to Hoboken 
today to aid the Hoboken police In

Deutschland. was quickly * summoned 
to the pier when Charlton was arrest- 
ed 
Captain Scott took one glance sit 


the prisoner and said tho man was 
Charlton. In the meantime the patrol 
wagon had been summoned from the 
station house and the prisoner with 
the three detectives and Captain Scott 
was hurried to headquarters. 


Charlton's Statement. 


Within half an hour after his ar- 


'rest Charlton had signed the follow- 
ing statement: 
\ 


••My wife and I lived happily to- 


gether. She was the best woman In 
the world to me, but she had an un- 
governable temper.' So had I. 
We 


frequently quarreled over 
the most 


trivial matters and her language to 
me was frequently so foul that I know 
that she did not know the meaning 


° "The night I struck her she had been 
quarreling with me. She was In the 
worst temper I had ever seen her In. 


"I told her If she did not cease I 


. would leave her and put a stop to it 


what was known to everyone and re- 
cently he was released. 


Scott's Clever Work. 


From the statement made by Cap- 


tain Scott, brother of the murdered 
woman, shortly after Charlton con- 
fessed. It appeared that the capture 
of Charlton. in Hoboken, was largely 
due to Captain Scott's actiirHy in the 
pursuit. 


Captain Scott, whose tirno has re- 


cently been spent In watching incom- 
ing steamers, this morning obtainc-d 
from a "Wall street bank a description 
of Charlton and a copy of his sig- 
nature. Then he went to Hoboken and 
got Chief Hayes to assign two detec- 
tives to help. him. The three hurried 
to the North German Lloyd dock, ar- 
riving there just as the steamer 
Prlnzess Irene was docking. Passen- 
gers were already coming off and sub- 
mitting to custom house inspection. 


"We looked Into two or three differ- 


ent stalls." Captain Scott said, "and 
Finally saw a jnan we thought was 
Charlton. He was pale and his hands 
were trembling and he tried to open 
his suit cases. One of the detectives 
stepped up to him and accused him of 
being Charlton. 
He displayed vlolert 


agitation. Wa were not quite sure of 
our Identification, so we subjected him 
to the hand writing test. 


"He wrote the name of 'Jack Cole- 


man.' 
We thought that the writing 


corresponded closely enough to Charl- 
ton's to warrant holding him and Chief 
Hayes ordered him taken to the po- 
lice station. There within hair an hour 
he nlgned his nonfession." 


Man Grows Desperate. 


While Charlton was being aweated 


under the "third degree" he became 
infuriated 
and 
drawing a revolver 


tried to shoot Chief of Police Hayc*. 
He was quickly disarmed and a few 
minutes later confessed the crime. 


The body of Mrs. Mary' Scott Castl« 


Charlton was found packed In a trunk 
which was taken from Lake Como, 
near the village of Moltraslo by fish- 
ermen, J.une-10- The woman with her 
husband. Porter Charlton, had occu- 
pied a tilla on th« lake front, leased 
iy them some time before. 
At the 


Jme. the woman's body was recovered 
Porter Charlton could not be found. 
The Italian police hive Insisted that 
Charlton was alive.

financial power in the country. 


"A demagogic or legislative attack 


upon large business corporations other 
than banking having outstanding only 
funded Indebtedntss and being with- 
out debt does'not of necessity impel 
Immediate changes In its business pol- 
icy, 
but an attack of this character 


upon ,a bank which, if it Is successful

Washington. D. C.. June 23.—With 


the passage of the house bill in tho 
senate yesterday the United States 
comes Into possession o£ a postal sav- 
ings bank system' for which statesmen 
of the republic have -worked for more 
than a generation. The bill was pass- 
ed in the aenate. 44 to 25. It -will be 
signed by President Taft today and 
will BO into effect in sixty days. 


In the passage of thU legislation 


President Talt wins another victory In 
making good the pledges of the repub- 
lican platform. Over the protests of 
some of the insurgents', the senate re- 
linquished Its own measure and ac- 
cepted the 'bill passed by the house, 
which was framed In the Caucus of the 
house republicans. 


The house bill was generally re- 


garded as superior to 'the senate bill, 
though Senators Cummins, Bristol ana 
LaFollette voted against its passage 
on the ground that it favored the big 
banking interests of the country and 
would ba the means of diverting the
